able optimism of high officials of tin* 
war office, not a single word was ob­ 
tainable today regarding the general 
war situation. 
No word had been re- 
ooivod from General French and he 
“probably was too busy just at pres­ 
ent to communicate.” 
But tlie un­ 
official reports all indicated the be­ 
lief that the Germans are again re ­ 
treating in France 


(By United Fress.) 
Paris, Oct. 1.- Supreme confidence 
prevailed at 
military 
headquarters 
today. 
The battle of the Aisne is al­ 
ready claimed a s a sweeping French 
victory. 
There was no 
disguising 
the jubilation among the members of 
General Gallieni’s staff. 
But then1 is 
still no deviation in the official st a le­ 
nient, which declares “ there 
is 
no 
change.” 
The same announcement states “the 
French left progresses north of the 
Somme and we also make progress in 
the Woevre region.” 
In explaining. 
However, it is pointed out that tlu 
French war office Ini'- 
already 
a n ­ 
nounced that it will not he put in the 
position of making premature 
an­ 
nouncement of victories. 
“ Not until we are actually holding 
the entire German line will we fully 
claim a complete victory,” declared 
one of tin* highest officials on duty 
here to the assembled newspaper rep­ 
resentatives. 
“ Personally 
we 
are 
confident. 
We know that the Ger­ 
mans are retiring very 
rapidly 
at 
some points and that they have forc­ 
ed to fight with desperation to pre­ 
vent their extreme right from being 
completely routed. But that does not 
yet justify an official claim 
of 
a 
sweeping victory. 
So long as 
the 
Germans hold the lines 
along 
the 
Aisne and their center remains un­ 
changed, so long will there he dan­ 
ger that they may yet turn the ta ­ 
bles. 
But every day of our success 
at both ends of the lone battle lines 
means much and unless I am greatly 
surprised, you will set* 
an entirely 
new alignment by the first days of 
next week.” 
In a final effort to turn both wings 
of the German army which is now 
slowly retreating both on tlie left and 
the right, reinforcements are being 
rushed east and west by tlie French 
military staff.

Of course, the same thing

true in the sumo ratio in other c o u n ­ 
ties oi the state. 
Neighboring coun­ 
ties are hit as hard as Rush county. 
Down in Bartholomew' eountythe tax­ 
payers will have to pay $16,894.80 
more than they did last year. Then 
there is Decatur county where the 
taxpayers will have 
to pay 
$13,- 
789.84 more money in taxes this year 
than last. 
Ill Fayette county 
the

valuation is not near s o great as m 
Rush county,with 
the 
result 
that 
their increase will be $10,546.58, The 
increased tax levy avi 11 cost Hancock 
county, $15,705.57. 
In Ilenry coun­ 
ty the additional taxes to he paid 
amount to 
$20,595.97. 
In 
Shelby 
county the increase will amount to 
$19,303.94, according to the 
f i g u r e s 
just made public. 
The increase in 
Union county amounts to $5,402.59. 
The taxpayers of W ayne county will 
have to pay $28,328.61 by reason o f 
the increased tax rate.

al government’s cooperation with the 
states in t lie protection of forests 
against fire has met with such suc­ 
cess that Congress has math1 $100,- 
000 available for continuation of this 
work in tiie Agricultural Appropri­ 
ation bill just passed. 


The cooperation began 
in 
1911 
when C ongress first recognized the 
duty of the government to aid in pro­ 
tectin g the watersheds of navigable 
streams by enacting the Week’s Law. 
The law not only provided for pur­ 
chase hy the government of forest 
lands in the East, needed for stream s 
protection, hut a lso authorized the 
Secretary of Agriculture to cooper­ 
ate with the states to prevent fire on 
other f < l a n d s located 
on 
the 
watershc* 
».hie streams. 
As a I »'.s. 
ow ners of for­ 
est lands in many regions have been 
benefited by the 
establishment of a 
protective system of proved effici­ 
ency. 
During the tire season appro­ 
ximately .300 patrolmen arc maintain­ 
ed in the field under this law. 
They 
guard an area of about 1 .‘1,009,000 
acres, for the most part mountain­ 
ous and all located on 
important 
watersheds. 
This area is protected at a very 
low cost per acre. 
A much 
larger 
area is protected in the same states 
employes and privates agencies. 
All 
told expenditure from a state and pri­ 
vate funds for this purpose are from 
three to five times as great as those 
| from Federal funds. 
To secure Federal aid a state must 
have provided by law a system 
ot 
forest lire protection, and its expend­ 
itures must at least equal the govern­ 
ment's. No state is alloted more than 
$10,000. 
The states which are now 
receiving aid are Maine, New Hamp­ 
shire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Con­ 
necticut, New York, 
New 
Jersey, 
Maryland, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Michigan, 
Wisconsin, 
Minnesota, 
South 
Dakota, 
Montana, 
Idaho, 
Washington, and Oregon. 
A specific 
agreement is made with each Mate. 
The government is supplied with 
the state’s plan of fire protection, in­ 
cluding maps which show tin* areas 
to be protected, location of lookout 
stations, headquarters and routes ot 
patrolmen, and other features nec­ 
essary to understanding the fire con­ 
trol scheme. 
The state forester or 
similar officer is given an appoint­ 
ment in the Forest service, which 
authorizes him 
to employ 
Federal 
patrolmen. 
The 
Federal 
expendi­ 
tures are for the salaries ot these 
patrolmen.
